Shonld any 
ves.sel be loadotl or lailoaded at uiiy place other than those notified and 
without the said permission having been oi)ta5ned, the person in charge of 
tlje vessel and tlic consignor or consignee of the goods .shall, oil conviction 
before a Magistrate, be liable to a fine not e.xceeding Rs. 10 for each olEence. 

10. No boat is pennitted to moor in the outer channels of any lock. 
The cl»aiincls to wliich this prohibition e.xttuuls are as follows.— 


Uiuharia .—Between the Ulubaria Ixxik and the Banspati Khal. 

liansbaria .—Between the Bansbaria Lock and the D^modar river. 

KuUapava. —Betw'oen the Knlta])am Lock and the Damodar river. 

Kfmtapukiir .—Between the Kantapnkur Lock and the Rupnarayan 
river. 

Daman .—Betwtjen the Dai nan Lock and the Rupn>)rayan river. 

Pansknra —Between the Panskura east Lock and the Co8.syo river. 

Patisknra .—Between the Panskuru west Lock and tlie Cossye river. 

Mohunpiir .—Between the Mohunpiir Lock and the Oossye river. 

No boat w'ill be allowed, under any circumstances, to drop an anchor or 
to moor to both banks in any lock entrance or in the canal, except in the 
case of severe-stress of weather. * 

11. Except with the Written pormissiou of a navigation officer, no goods 
or cargo may be deposited on any bank, berm or land appertaining to the 
canal at places other than those notified by the Superintending Engineer of 
tho circle as available for such a iMxrpose. Any peraou de]) 08 itjng goods in 
contravention of this rule ahalJ, on conviction before a Magistrate, be liulile 
to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50. 

12. Navigation officers may order consignors or consignees Or owners 

to remove their goods from the places notified as avaihible for doiuxsitlng 
cargo under mle 11. Goods not finally removed within a ijeriod of six days 
from the receipt of such order shall be liable to a olmqje of four annas per 
100 maiindH for eacdi day or jwirt of a day after the expiry of six days until 
finally removed. ” ■ . 

13. Any vessel whose extreme diittonslons exoeexl 130 feet in length and 

19 feet in breadth tncf/wffwg (foods OverJmnyinfi is prohihited from entering 
or passing along tlie line of Tiavigfttloil Without the special permission in 
writing of the Executive Engineer; but hdats Of 20 f<>et width includ¬ 
ing overhaugiugs (the overbanginge beyohd 10 li^.fteing entirely stmw) may 
bo passed through the locks of the IfaUl. aleo nO vessel exceeding 

r)0 feet in length and 10| feet in breadih goods overhanging will 

1)0 allowed to enter or along the Nars4ui^r;}^idrlbUtary. ' 

14. It will r.ot be compulsory fof the leclea to 1X4 oi»ened to single 

v<>hho1m of less than 500 mauitds burden, exoapt in the case Of mail or despaich 
boats or passenger or cgrgo-lxrats in tow of buidhe locks shall 

be opened for the passage of boats at lea«t twiOe a day. 
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15. Mooring. —All vessols stopping at night most bo moori'd head and 
stern to the bank of the channel or wherevet specially oixlered. 

Only one line of vessels shall be allowed to jiass along the canal or to 
make fast along and in a line with the canal banks or along and in a line 
with the banks of the river entrance to the locks, and no vessel shall be 
made fast, or be placed outside of vessels so secured, without the perjnission 
of a navigation officer. No vessel shall, however, be placed in such u 
position as to endanger the safety of other vessels, to obstruct their passage, 
or to impede the navigation. 

16. Jiiile of the road. —When under sail, vessels are to keep in tlie 
centre of the channeL When beiiig tracked, vessels are, wherever lyracti- 
cable, to keep to starboard or the right side of the ohaujicl. Vessels meeting 
in the canal, except when befiig tmeked, must keep to their right wJien 
passing, and when one vessel overtakes another, the former must pass oii 
the loft. When vessels, one of which is sailing and the other steaming, meet 
in a canal, the sailing vessel must keep to the leeward. No steamer passing 
any vessel must proceed at a greater speed than half speed. 

17. Lights and signals. — All vessels, whether travelling or moored in 
the line of navigation, must, between sunset and .sunri.se, carry a white light 
in a lantern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distiiietiy seen 
from alt sides. All steam-vessels in motion shall carry tlie ligiits prescribed 
by the Board of Trade Regulations. Barges or l)oats attaeijed to a steam- 
vea.sol, whether in iiioiion or moorotl, shall carry the white light presci-ibed 
above. 

Where signals are used, no vessel shall enter or attemi)t to enter the 
entrance channel of a lock when a icd flag or red liglit is dis])l:iyed at tlie 
end of the lock next Ijer, “ Out shall wail until the signal iniitnaling ‘ all 
clear' is displaged." 8team-ves.sels approaelihig a lock shall whistle whem a 
mile distant, and shall continue to whistle at intervals, until tlie signal 
intimating that the lock is open or (closed is displayed, or, if no signals are 
used, until arrival. 

18. Crews and attendants. —Every vessel, when statiomiry, shall be 
securely fastened, and .shall at all times have some person in sttendanco on 
board. Every vessel in motion sliall have a suflicieut crew. 

19. Fittings. —Ve.s.sels must have their masts, high awnings, and funnels 
11 tteci so that they can be let down with ease and sjieod, and no Inunhoos or 
poles shall be erected on or by vessels when at anchor. 

20. Conduct of navigation. —Ves.sols are pcohibited from making fast 
to any portion of the lock-gates or gearing, and steamers are juoliihited 
from making fast the tow-lines of their boats until the latter an* clear of 
the locks. Steamers are prohibited from lashing boats or barges alongside 
while proceodijig within locks. No towing rope of a greater Itnigth than 
100 feet is to be used in the canal. Tlie throwing of cinders into the canal 
is prohibited; they are to be depositetl on the banks. 

21. In every case of wreck or obstruction of the channel by sunken 
vessels, the Supervisor of the line of navigation, or of a part of it. may call 
upon the person in charge of the vessel to remove the same without dehiy, 
and shall give every reasonable u.ssistaiico towai'ds so doing. But should the 
owner of the vessel or raft be not forthooiniug, or should he not use rtsisou- 
able expedition in removing the obstruction, or should he decline or fail to 
use proper assistuiice which may be oitered to him by the Sn])ervisor. this 
officer may, under the provisions of section 14 of the “ Canals Act,” nmlcrtakc 
the removal of the obstruction himself at the cost of the owner of the lioat 
recovering the expense in the manner prescribed in section 9 of the Act. 

In the case of emergency and in the tomporaiy absence of the Supervise-. 
froiiTthe place whore the obstruction occurred, any navigation ollicer present 
must at once report the matter to tlie Supervisor. 

22. If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name ami place of 
business or of the abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boats 
.soizotl under the Act, he shall notify the seizure in the most public manner 
available. 

23. In the event of any damage or injury bciiig occasioned to the canal 
works by wilfulnoss or negligence on the part of any person in charge of a 
vessel, the navigation officers may detain the vessscl at any pdint witliin 
the canal for a period not exceeding 48 hours : provhled that, within that 
period, the navigation officers shall- lodge a complaint against such person 
in charge of the vessel before a Magistrate under section 16 of the Act. 
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For any contravention of rules 15, 16, 17, .18 ,19 and 20, the pe^on 
in cbargo of tlie vessel sliall, on conviction before a Magistrate, be liawe to a 

fine not exceetiing l?s. 50. , , , i j 

25. The terra “ navigation oflicers ” as used in these rules shall inoiucte 
all iiersorr^ appointed under seetiou 8 uf the “ Canals Act, 1864 , and All 
Public Works Officers or subordinates in oharge of the canal not below the 

grade of Sulj-Overseer. . . - 

26. The canal and its branch may be closed once a year for effecting the 
iKices.sary repairs to them on one month s notice d'f the inteutiou so to close 
them being given ; but in the event of any sudden emergency they may Ixj 
closed at any time witliout prior notice, and no claim In such ca.so by owners 
of vessels or others for comiiensiition on acdount of detention shall be 
entertained.

2. Financial conditions due to the war have retarded the progress or the 
Department. Schemes for the opening of new offices were curtailed, and the 
building programme prepared with a view to improving the notoriously bad 
condition of rural offices had to be abandoned ; while the scheme, sanctioned 
by the Secretary of State, for the revision of ministerial establishmeats both 
at District headquarters and at rural offices could not be introduced. 

A Fourth Inspector was saiictioneil and the pay of each of the four 
Inspectors was fixed at .Rs. 300—20—400. The pensions earnini .by officers 
who entered pensionable service at the time of the reorganisation of the 
Registration Department in 1905, at ages over ,30, used to bo reduced under 
note (7) to Article 478(<3!) of tli(> (fivil Service Regul.ations : this disability has 
recently been remov'ed with the sanction of the Secretary of State. The rules 
for the recruitment of Snb-Kegistrar.s sanctioiu?d in the previous triennium 
did not work well, and revised rules have been introduced, iindcw which 
recruitment is made onct* a year fhi,dly on nominations made by tlie Commis¬ 
sioners of Divisions and tlic Insi-eotor-Cenoral of Registration, a fixed per¬ 
centage of the posts Ix'ing retained for direct appointment by (.iovt'rnment. 
The revision of the Bengal R<‘gistration Manual was taken in hand,.and revised 
rules under section 69 of the Registration Act w(‘re issued, d'he imiortant 
•(juestion of keeping within manageable limits tlu^ t‘ver increasing mass of 
registration rt'cords is miw under the consideration of (rovornnnmt.' 

3. The ordinary work of the Dejiartnient has considerably incn‘as(>d. 

The number of offices has rison from 392 to 403. (>om])ulHory registrations 
affecting immoveable property increased by 13 per cent., and optional registra¬ 
tions of the same kind by 16 per cent. Tlie total number of registrations 
under all heads was 4,913,810 in t,he period under revi('w. as compared 
with 4,394,921 in the preceiiing triennium. sliowing an increase of 11’8 
ptu- cent. The receipts of the Department during the past three ye.irs 
amounted to over 59 lakhs, and the expenditure to over 31^ lakhs, leaving 
a surplus of about 27^ lakhs. As compaied with the previous triennium, the 
receipts increased bj' 11'4 per cent., the exptmditure by 7‘1 per cent., and the 
surplus by 16'7 per cent. " 

4. The increase in registration transactions is shared by all tln^ Divi¬ 
sions. As the Inspectijr-rxeneral has remarked, prosperity and adversity both 
tend to increase the number of registrations, and thci causes of ti actuations 
arc in many instances obscure. The general decline in the number of 
registr.ations in Eastern Bengal accompanying the sudden fall in the pric;e of 
jute at the outbreak of the war, and the decline in^'l'ippera district in 191.5, 
when there were serious floods, arc attributable to the fact that small 
money-lenders had little money to advance in those periods because they had 
not recovered their previous loans. 

5. The Governor in Council endorses the remarks of Mr. Mukharji 
about the importance of attention to the condition of record-rooms, and trusts 
that the instructions which have been issued will result in an improvement 
in this direction. 

6. The total number of apfieals under section 72 and applications under 
section 73 rose from 4,547 to 5,497, and registration was ordered in 72'9 
per Cent, of the cases. The Inspector-Oeueraj of Kcgi8t'‘ation remarks 
that the large pi'rcentage of casi's in which registration, was ordered shows 
the summary nature of the proci^durc followed by subordinate offict'.rs in 
refusing registration. Appeals under si'ction 72 relate to cases in which 
8ub-Registrars refuse registration on grounds other than ilenial of execution ; 
applications urnbo’ section 73 rclati’ to eases in which registration has hei.m 
refused on account of denial of execution : in many of the former cases the 
Sub-Registrar acts according to his discretion, while in the latter refusal is 
of course obligatory, 'Plui figures in Stat<mienf. IV do not, however, 
distinguisli between appeals and applications, and it is only if orders for 
registration have been passed largely in,aj>poal cases that Sub-Registrars may 
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bo open to ('riticiam. If any coiiaiderablo j)roi onion of tlie 1,466 orders for 
registration in 1916 were passed on a|)[)lications under section 73, it is 
reinark'able tdiat the number of prosecutions ui^cr section 83 were as few 
as 31. False dtmial of execution before a Sub-Registrar, apart from the 
fact that it constitufos a- very serious offence, is a cause of much trouble 
and expensf' to the person in whose favour a document is executed. I'he 
’Governor in Council desires that the Inspector-General will investigate 
the applications umler section 73 in the districts ol Mymensingh, Tippera, 
Dacca, Chittagong and Murshidabad in which orders for registration were the 
most, numerous, and will ascertain vvhetfn'r Registrars tak(' proper action in 
tin*, case of false dcuiials. 

7. The thanks of the. Governor in Council are due to Mr. Mukharji for 
his efficient administration of the Department : he has an intimate knowledge 
•of t.he intricate t(!chnicalitie8 of registration and of tlic ptusounel of the 
Department, and his advice has been invaluable to Government.

The Report on the Administration of the Jail Department in the Presidency of 
Bengal for the year 1916.

During recent years the most serious problem in connection with jail 
administration in liengal has been the steady incnnise in the jail population. 
In the early part of 1916, all previous records were exceeded, witli the result 
that the average daily population of the year was 15,546 as compared with 14,475 
in 1915. After August 1916, however, the ti^rures began to fall off, and the total 
number of admissions during tlu' year was 8(1,828, or 973 b^ss than in the 
previous yc-ar. Tliere is. tiiend’ore, some ground for hopt' that high-water 
mark has now been reached, and that the (*ffecf of tlu' abnormal conditions 
whi<.'li have prevailed since the outbreak of the war is tieginning to w«‘ar off. 

2. The difficulties and dangers of overcrowtling were firevented in 
several of the larger jails by the erection of overflow sheds wliich i were con¬ 
structed in the Presidency Jail, and the manner in which disciplim* was 
maintained was on the whole very satisfactory. In spite of the increase in 
the jail population, the number of jail oftences committed was substantially 
less than in the previous year. 

3. The statistics regarding sickness and mortality are slightly less 
favourable than those of 1915. The death-r.at<^ per nnlle was 22’4 as com¬ 
pared with a (juinquennial average of 21, and the daily average numbfo of siek 
prisoners was 53 per mille. Thon‘ was a mark(‘d improvenu'nt in the health 
of the prisoners in tlu* Dinajpur and Barisal Jails, which have eausetl anxiety 
in previous years, but high death-rates are returned from .Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, 
Bankura and Jesson^ There has l»een considerabh' improvement at Rangpur. 
since the oy»ening of a new jail lioapital. and new hospitals for the 1 linajpur and 
Jalpaiguri Jails are undfu* construction. The scheme for converting the iWu- 
hampore .Tail into a sjx'cial tuberculosis jail still awaits the provision of a new 
Central Lunatic Asybim lor the Presidency, but meanwhile, the Inspector- 
General has arranged to construct a temporary building in th(> garden of the 
Suri Jail for the treatment of tuberculous prisoners from Western Bengal and 
proposes to make similar arrangements in one tiie Eastern Bengal jails. 

Colonel Buchanan has giv(‘n some interesting figures showing the })ro- 
grtjssive decline in jail mortality in Bengal during the last half-century. In 
1860, tin* death-rate per milh; was 132. In the decennial period ending with 
1900, it had fallen to 32. and during the last quinquennium it was only 21 
Tlu'Sfi figures afford a gratifying illustration of the success of the eampaign 
against sickness in jails, which has been carried on by (Jolonel Buchanan 
and his predecessors. 

4. 1’here has been a further increase in the number of prisoners who 

have voluntarily adopted the wheat-scale diet.'iry. More tlian half the tttal 
number are now on this scale, and in the Presidency Jail, all but a few sickly 
men have chosen it. Its advantages are very clearly shown by the figures 
for bowel-e.omplaints, and will no doubt he rocc^riized in due course both 
by the prisoners and by the jail st aff. * • 
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5. A aatisfadtory aceoant is given o£ the working of the Juvenile Jail, 
but the Governor in Council regrets that it has not yet been possible to make 
systematic arrangements for the care of the boys after their release from jail. 
This is a matter to which His Excellency in Council attaches considerable 
importance, and he hopes that Colonel Buchanan will bo able to secure the 
assistance of philanthropic gentlemen who will be willing to find work for the 
boys and to keep a friendly eye on them alter their release. 

6. The ’outturn of jail manufactures was again very satisfactory. 
In the Presidency Jail, the outturn of gunny cloth was nearly double that 
of the previous year. A largo quantity of cloths and bags was supplied 
to meet military requirements. The Midnaporo Central Jail furnished the 
Arm 3 ' Department with 79,000 bandages ; at Dacca the nt>w woollen factory, 
which was opened in February, was engaged throughout the year in making 
blankets for the Army, the total outturn being 17,242. 

Useful work was also done in supplying the requirements of the jail and 
other departments. Thus, the Presidency’’ Jail ])rovided overfiow slieds for 
crowded jails, and ironwork, including cots for hospitals and for the Police 
Department. The Aliporo Central .Jail supplied Government with printed 
forms. The manufactures at the Midnapore Central Jail included chankidari 
and dafadari uniforms, bedsheets and dosooti cloth for other jails and (lurries 
for the Police Department. Rajshabi, wdiere there is a blanket factory on 
a smaller scale than that at Dacca, furnished other jails with blankets. 

The quality of the castor-oil produced at the Rajshabi Jail has met with 
the approval of the Surgeon-General. The attention of all medical officers 
has been called to it and it stHuus likely tliat there uiay be a considerable 
expansion of this industry. 

7. The Governor in Council is glad to learn that the increase in the 
wanior staff and in the pay of warders and head warders, which was sanc¬ 
tioned by the Secretary of State during the vf'ar, has been received with 
satisfaction and has relieved the strain of ovm work, under which the jail 
staff was previously labouring. Tlie crowded state v)f mo.^t (J the jails during 
the greater part of the year imposed a heavy burden* of labour and * rivsponsi- 
bility on all ranks, which was loyally and cheerfully undertaken. To Colonel 
Buchanan himself, who has completed nearly fiftetm years’ service as 
Inspt'tUor-General of -Jails, the spetnal thanks cJ Govornnn'nt are again 'bic 
for his Kuceossful and efficient management of the rtepartiuent. The names 
of the officers whom he has commended for goo 1 work liave been noted.

The following report on the state of the salt market for the fourth 
quarter of the year 1916-17, comprising the months of January, Fel)ruary 
and March 1917, in the Presidency of Bengal, is published for general 
information. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during-the quarter 
amounted to 3,000,4‘)6 mauuds (including 1,534,724 maunda issued under 
the credit system), as compared with 3,175,124 maunds (including 1,752,595 
maunds issued under the c«odit system) in the previous quarter and 
2,765,601 maunds (including 1,632,606 maunds issued under the credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levied was Rs. 36,80,713 (including Rs. 2<>.60,318 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs. 36,22,098 (including Rs. 20,61,877 adjusted 
under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 25,42,093 (including 
Rs. 17,60,141 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year, 

3. The subjoined tahlo I shows in detail the importations into the port 
Calcutta and the total clearances of sea-imported salt during the quarter, 
compared with the figures of the corresponding quarters of the two- previous 
vears :—

AT THE COUNCIL CHAMBER, WHITEHALL. 

The 1st day of May, 1917. 

By the Lords of His Majesty's Most Honorable Privy Council. 

Whereas it is provided by section 2 of the Customs (Exportation Prohi¬ 
bition) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation or Order in Council made under 
section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1H79, as amended by the 
Act now in recital, may, whilst a state of war exists, be varied or added to 
by an Oitier made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of the 
Board of Trade; 
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And whereas it is x>rovided by section 2 of the Onstoins (Exportiitipu 
Restriction.) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation uuule under section 1 of the 
Exjmrtation of Arms Act, 1900, may, whether the Proclamation was made 
before or after the passing of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, 
whilst a state of war exists, by an Order mutie by the Lords of the Council 
on the recommendation of the Board of Trade : 

And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th (Jay of May, 1916, and 
made under section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1879, and 
section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act. 1900, and section 1 of the Customs 
(Exportation Prohibition) Act, 1914, the exportation from the United King¬ 
dom of certain articles to certain or all destiiuit ions was jirohibitetl: 

And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said Proclamation 
was amended and added to in certain j)articularH : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recommendation 
from the Boaixl of Trade to the h)lJowing effect:— 

That the Proclamation, dated the lOth day of May, 1916, as amended 
and added to by subsequent Orders of Council, should be further

.50 feet in length and lOi feet in breadtli including gO(*ds overhanging will 
be allowed to enter car pass along the Naraingar Distributary. 

11. It will not be compulsory for the locks to be op<'ned to single 
vessi'ls of less than .500 maunds burden, ('xcept in tlie case of imdl or despatch 
boiits or jiassengcr or cargo-boats in tow of steam-vessels; but the locks shall 
be openi-'d for the passage of boat.s at least twice a tlaj . 
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15. Moorinif .—All voasels Htopping ut night must be moored head and. 
stern to the bank of the channel or wherever specially ordered. 

Only one lino of vessels .shall be allowed to puss along the canal or to 
make fast along and in a line witJi the canal banks or along and in a line 
with the banks of the river entrance 'to the locks, and no vessel shall be 
made fast, or be placed outside of vessels so secured, without the permission 
of a navigation oliici'r. No vessel shall, however, be placed in such a 
])osition as to endanger the safc'ty of oth(‘r vessels, to obstrind their passage, 
or to impede the navigation. 

Ifi. l{ub‘ of fhr road .—When under sail, vessels iire to keep in the 
centre «>r the channel. W hen being tracked, ve.ssels are, wherever ijracti- 
cable, to keep to starboard or the right side of the channel. Vessels meeting 
in the canal, except when being tracked, must keep to their right when 
passing, and whim one vessc'l ovei’takes anotlu'r, tln^ former must pass on 
the left. AVhen ves.sels, Oiie of which is sailing atul the other steaming, meet 
in a canal, the sailing vessel must keep to the leewanl. No steamer passing 
any vivssel must i)roceed ai a greatiu- speed than half speed. 

17. Li<fhts cnt.(( siqnc^lii .— All vessels, wlu'ther travelling or moored In 
the line of navigatit)n, must, betwe?'n sunset and .'•unrise. carry a white light 
in a lantern on tht' forepart of the ves.std where it can la? <llstinctly seen 
from all sides. All steam-ves.sels iji motion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Boartl of Trad(‘ R(‘gulations. Barges or boats attaclnsl to a steam- 
vesstd, wliether in motion or moored, shall carry the white light i)reserilwd 
above. 

Where signals are used, no ves.sel shall enter or attempt to enter the 
entrance ehanmd of a lock when a red Hag or red light is displaye<l at the 
eml of the lock next her, hut shall wait anti! the si(/n(tl intimalhig 'all 
clear' is displai/ed. " Steam-ve.ssels ap})roaching a lock shall whistle wlnm u 
mile distant, and siiall ciuitinue to whistle at int(*rvals, until the signal 
intimating that the lock is open or <*losed is <lisplay«Hl. or, if no signals are 
useil, until arrival. 

IS. Creios and attendants. — Evt*ry vi*ssel, when stationary, shall be 
securely fastened, and shall at all times have .some person in attendance on 
boanl. " Kvery vesstd in motion shall have a sutficient crew. 

19. l^ittin(/s .— V^'sselsmust have their masts, high awnings, and funnels 
titte<l so that tlu'y can lu'let down with ease and spee<l, and no bamboos or 
poles shall be erected on or by vessels when at anchor. 

20. ('ondiict of navigation. —V(*ssels are prohibited from making fast 
to any portion of the lock-gates or gearing, and steamers are prohibitecl 
from inaking fast the tow-lines of their boats until the latter arc clear of 
the Itx^ks. Steamers are prohibite*! from lashing boats (tr Inirges alongside 
while proceeding withill hadis. No towing roi>e of a greater length than 
100 feet is to be usihI in the-canal. The throwing of cinders into the canal 
is prohibited ; they are to be deposited on the banks. 

21. Til every ca.s(‘of wreck or obstruction of the channel by sunken 
vessels, the Sujiervisor of the line of navigation, or of a jiart of it, may call 
upon the person in charge of the vessel to remove the same without delay, 
and shall give every reasonalile assistance towards so doing. But should the 
owner of the ves.sed or raft be not forthcoming, or should he not use reason¬ 
able expedition in removing the obstruction, or should he decline or fail to 
ti.se proper assistain e which may be offered to him by the Supervisor, this 
officer may, under the r>rovisions of section 11 of the “Canals Act,” undertake 
the removal of the obstt uction himself at the cost of the owner of the boat 
recovering theexiien.se in the manner jirescribed in section 9 of the Act. 

In the case of enn>rgency and in the leiniiorary alHcnce of the Supervisor 
from the jilace where the obstruction occurred, any navigation officer iiresent 
must at once report the matter to the 8ui>ervisor. • 

22. If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of 
business or of the alxKle of the owner of the cmrgo of any ves.sel or boats 
.seized under the Act, In* shall notify tlie seizure in the most public maimer 
available. 

28. In the event of any damage or injury being occasioned to the canal 
works by wilfulncss or negligence on the part of any person in charge of a 
vessel, the navigation olficers may detain the veassol at any point within 
the canal for a period not exceeding 48 hours ; provided that, within that 
period, the navigation officers shall lodge a complaint against such person 
in charge of the vessel liefore a Magistrate under section 16 of the Act. 
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24. For any contravention of rales 15, 16, 17, 16, 19 and 20, the person 
in charge of the vessel shall, on^conviction'before a Magistrate, be liable to a 
tine iwt exceeding Ks. 50. 

25. The term “ navigation officers ” as used in these rules shall include 
all persons appointed under section 8 of the “ Canals Act, 1864 ”, and all 
Public Works Officers or snbordinates in chafgfe of the canal not below the 
grade of Sub-Overseer. 

26. The canal and its branch may be closed once a year for effecting the 
neee.ssary repairs to them on one month’s notice of the intention so to close 
them being given ; bnt in the event of any sudden emergency they may be 
closed at any time without prior notice, and no claim in such case by owners 
of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention shall be 
entertained. .

The Annual Rep')rt on Emigration from the Port of Calcutta to British and 
Foreign Colonics during the year 1916. 

The Central Emigration Depfil at, Benaresi temporarily closed 

during the yt'ur under review. The decision of Government to abolish the 
inde:itured*Hystom of emigration to the Colonies was also announced, and tlie 
question of devising a new scheme in substitution for that system came 
under consideration. 
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2. Five emigration agoiucies wore at work in 1916 as against ,three 
ill the year 1915: four on behalf'of rlie British Colonies, and one for the 
Dutch Colony of Surinani whicli resumed recruiting during the year. Chiefly 
oNving to the shortage of steamers it was again' impossible to meet the 
demands of the Colonies : though these increased from 5,846 adults in 1915 
to 9,071 in 1916, only 3.661, or 1,347 more than in the previous year, were' 
supplied. 

3. The number of licensos issued to recruiters was 498 in 1916— 
a decrease f)f 58 on the preceding year. Twenty-seven licenses, including 
8 granted in 1915. wt're cancidh'd, misconduct being the cause in 22 against 
12 cases in the preceding year. 

4. Recruiting operations were conducted in Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, 
the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, Ajmer and the Punjab, but not in 
1 he (JYmtral Provinces. In all 4.i>32 emigrants, or l,(t43 less than in 1915, 
were registered, 85‘66 per cent, ef the total number coming from the United 
Provinces. 

5. Of the 5.232 emigrants admitted into sub-depots. 430 were rejected 
as unfit to emigrate. 63 deserted, and 108 were released from their engage¬ 
ments, and of the rinnainder 4.484 arrived at the Calcutta depots, but this 
number was subsequently reduCbtl b;v^-ejecr.ions. releases, and other causes to 
4.013. Of these, 3,834 (2,545 males and 1.289 females) were shipped as 
against 2,438 (1,598 males and 840 females) in 1915. among whom 127 or 
3'42 per cent.' were returned emigrants who re-emigrateil. 

6. The sanitary arrangements in the depots were goed, an<l tln-re was 
a satisfactory decrease in the pen-ontages both of sickness and mortality, the 
figures being 6‘8 and To as against. 10'61 and To, rijspi-ctively, in 1915. 

7. Two thousand one hundred and .seventy-five ernigrtints left the 
Ccilonies during 1916. bringing witii them stivings aggregating Ks. 4,9(),350, 
or ;tn average of Rs. 225-7-2 p^r head, as eompartid with Rs. 183-10-11 in the 
previous year. On the other hand, 1.661 emigrants including 1.230 tidults, or 
76'36 per cent, of the total, retnrm'd with no savings. 

8. There was an increase in the total amounts of remittances from 
emigrants resident in Demerara. Trinidad and Surinam, but the rcinittan(‘t‘S 
from Miiurilius. Xattil and Jamaica fell off. As in previous years, Natal sent 
the largf'St sum liy mnnej’-order. the total being Rs. 6,79,913, but this amount 
probably includes remittancf's from more well-to-do Indians residing there as 
well as from labourers. The average savings of resident Indians in the 
several t’olonies are reported to have decreastal in 1916, war conditions being 
in some cases held accountable for the decline. 

9. One hiindri'd ami ninety-seven estates of deceased ('migrants valued 
at Rs. 23.900 were administered by Government during the year. Of 
these, the heirs of 113 were traced. 47 lapsed to the Colonial and Indian 
Governments, and r.he remainder were under enquiry at the end (ff th<( year. 
Thf' eniigraCon accounrs closed with a dt'ficit of Rs. 1,5..530-14, due to the 
decr(:'ase of embarkation fees in con.sorjuence of the falling off in tin* numlK'r 
of emigrants despatched. 

K>. Dr. ('. Banks held tln^ o(fi ce of tlie Pro’eetor of Emigrants through¬ 
out the year, with the exception of a l»rief period wlien he was on leav('. 
Shortly after compiling tlie r(*iort under n'view, I)r. Banks procetxlcd on 
furlough preparatory to retirement. lie has held the a]:»pointment of Pro¬ 
tector of Emigrants since the 16tdi Ma}' 1897. and his administration of his 
(»ffice has througlunat Ijecn one of markf'd success. The Governor in Countdl 
desires to place on record his high appreciation of the valuable service that 
Dr. Banks has rendered in ccmnection with tin* recruitment of labour for the 
Colonies. *

.Jetty. 'Jdu' total estimated outlay anifuints to Rs. 19.88,000, which will be 
met. without fresh borrowing-, t'rom the estimated credit balance, on the 31st 
March 1917. of Rs. -1.5.00,000 on capital account. Tlie Governor in Council, 
wi^tli the previous ajiproval of the Government of India, sanctions the outlay.

The force has been strengthened during the year by the formation of a 
third company of civil armed police, which has ensured the adequate protec¬ 
tion of public buildings in the city, and has. at the same time, increased the 
moliile striking forcM' immediately available in case of emergencies. 

2. lht‘ most important eveait of the year was the reorganization of the 
superior branches of the (’alcutta Police Force. Experience had shown that 
the arrangements previously in force were defective, in t hat they provided 
no clear line of division between administrative and executive .iuties and 
rendered it iinpossibh. for the Deputy Commissioners, who were overburdened 
with executive and miscellaneous work, to render efficient 


assistance to 


now 


the Commissioner in administrative matters. The city of Calcutta has 
tieen divided for general police 'purposes into two miministrative divisions, 
each in charge ol a Di'puty Commissioner, who is directly responsible to the 
Commissioner for the police administration of the division. Each division 
is further .livided into two executive districts, town and suburbs, each in 
charge of an Assistant Commissioner. Two more Assistant Commissioners 
have betm allotted to the Port Police Division and to the Special Branch, 
respectivt'lv. These six posts of Assistant Commissioners are reservi'd for 
offi cers of the Calcutta Dolici' who have shown themselves fitted to exercise 
•responsible functions in regard to the executive control over the direct 
investigation of crime, and thus throw open to the best officers in the force 
an avenue of promotion which was closed on the abolition of tl'c old posts of 
Superintendents. The present arrangements, which are modelled on those 
in force in the Londoti Police, have facilitated further reforms, such as the 
sefiaration of the investigating .and patrol staff, and will, it is hoped, lead 
to a general improvement in the police administration of the city of Calcutta. 

A Considerable difficulties have been exfu^irienced in regard to the 
recruitment of constables. There were 2.o9 resignations, or more than double 
the number in the previous year, and in spite of the deputation of special 
recruiting parties to Bihar and the United Provinces, and the grant of a 
l»onu8 of Ks. (>-8 to each recruit, there were 483 vacancies in the 
ranks at the end of the year. These recruiting difficulties are largely 
due to the war. A number of men of the classes and disrricts from which 
recruits are ordinarily drawn have been taken for the army and for labour 
corps, and the recent increase in the pay and allowances of sepoys of the 
Indian Army has depreciated the attractions of the civil police. The question 
of the conditions of service in the police as regards both pay and housing 
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will have to betaken up when normal conditions restored. The Comniis- 
sioner has been asked to work out a comprehensive building scheme. At 
present, of 209• buildings occupied by the police in Calcutta, only 37 belong 
to Government, the rest being rented at an annual cost of over Rs. lakhs. 

4. The total number of true cognizable cases reported during the year 
was 100,413, an increase of 4,000 over the previous year, mainly in petty 
cases under the Police Act, which fonned 71 i)er cent, of the total number of 
cases. In regard to more serious crime, the statistics show fdw important 
variations. An increase of 170 burglary cases is attributed by the Commis* 
sioner mainly to the fact that an unusually large number of old ofifendps 
were at large during the year, and Mr. Clarke has ofiered some interesting 
remarks on the peculiar difficulties experienced in Calcutta in dealing with 
these nuisances to society. The preventive sections of the Criminal Proce¬ 
dure C )de are of Kttle use in a large city, where the ordinary resident knows 
or cares little what his neighbour is doing and is not prepared to go into 
Court to give evidence against him, even if he has suspicions regarding his 
means of livelihcKKl. , 

There has been a remarkable falling off in excise cases during the 
last two years, owing mainly to the decrease in prosecutions for selling 
cocaine in the streets. The stoppage of the trade with Germany and Austria 
has fortunately reduced the supply of the drug. 

The Detective Department gave valuable assistance to the <.»rdinary 
police during the year, and successfully prosecuted three gangs of coiners* 
and a dangerous gang of swindlers, besides breaking up a band of Europeans 
and Anglo-Indians who had been trafficking in arms with membcis of the 
revolutionary party. 

f). Of the 804 juvenile offenders convicted during the year, 740 were 
tried in the Special Court attached to the House of Detention and only 6 
were actually sent to jail. Furthef particulars should l>e given in future 
years regarding the work of the probation officers who have recently been 
appointed to supervise the conduct of juvenile offenders on their release 
from the House of Detention. 

6. The vigorous measures taken to cope with the violent outbreak of 
revolutionary crime at the end of 1915 achieved a large measure of success, 
and except for a dacoity in Jane and a robberj^ in November, the city was 
free from seditionist crime of this nature. The Government of Bengal 
have however to deplore the loss of two brave police officers who were foully 
murdered on account of the loyalty and devotion which they bad shown in 
coml>ating the revolutionary movement. On the 16th January, Sub-Inspector 
Madbusadan Bhattacharji of the Calcutta Special Branch was shot dead by 
two Bengali youths in College Street opposite the Medical College, und on the 
evening of the 30f,h Jum , Deputy Superintendent Basanta Kumar Chatterji, 
of the Bengal Intelligence Branch, whose life had frequently been threatened, 
was assassinated by five Bengali youths in Bhawanipur while returning home 
from his work. An orderly head constable who was accompanying him was 
also shot and subsequently succumbed to hie injuries. The murder of these 
officers, far from dispiriting their comrades, has only stimulated them to 
^eater efforts, and their courage and vigilance were rewarded by the arrest, 
in the streets of Calcutta, of several dangerous revolutionarios armed with 
r<‘volver8, as well as of many other criminals, including, it is l>elieved. most 
of those who were responsible for the outrages committed in Calcutta during 
the year, 

7. The increase in the number o*t motor oars and taxi-cabs in Cal¬ 
cutta has made the proper regulation of the traffic a matter of import¬ 
ance and difficulty, and the Governor in Council regrets to notice that 
the sentences awarded by the Cotfrts for bi'eacbes of the traffic rules are 
often lenient. The public require protection against drivers who wilfully or 
recklessly disregard the regulations, and such fences merit severe punish¬ 
ment. The questifgi of amending the law in order to give the Commissioner 
of Police power to cancel or-susj^nd driving licenses has been referred to the 
GovernmeDt of India,. Meanwhile the Commissioner should not hesitate.to 
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•^efer to Govei-nment cases in which lioense-holdftrs, by their criminal or, foolish 
recklessness, have shown their unfitness to drive a motor car in the traffic 
of a large city. 

8. The working of the Calcutta Fire Brigade continues to be satisfactory, 
but from the point of view of loss from fire the year was most, unfortunate, 
and the Brig^e was called out on 509 f>cca8ions, or nearly twice as 
frequently as in the previous year. The Bengal Telephone Company have 
given valuable assistance in the erection of alarm pillars and other devices 
for the prompt dissemination of alarms. Tlie high reputation enjoyed by 
the Brigade and by its Chief Officer, Mr. B. A. Westbrook, was shown by 
the selection of the latter to proceed on special duty to Mesopotamia to 
organise fire protective arrangements there. 

9. The tlianks of Government are due to Mr. Clarke for his efficient 
administration of the Calcutta Police and also to the officers whom he has 
specially mentioned for good work done during the year. The courage, 
tenacity and devotion to duty of all ranks, European and Indian, engaged in 
the fight against revolutionaiy crime have been beyond all praise, and the 
Governor in Council is especially desirous of recording his gratification at 
the considerable measure of success which has rewarde,d the efforts of all 
those engaged in this difficult and dangerous branch of police work. He 
also observes with satisfaction that in spite of the energies of the 
and especially of its best officers, having been largely absorbed in work oi 
this particular character, the general standard of ordinary police work in 
the city has been well maintained.
